G.S.R. 230.—In cxeicisc of the powers conferred 
by sub-clause (a) of article 318 of the Constitution, 
the President hereby makes the following regulations 
further to amend the Union Public Service Commis¬

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Union 
Public Service Commission (Members) Amendment 
Regulations, 2001. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force 
on the 1st day oi November, 1986. 

2. In the Union Public Service Commission (Mem¬ 
bers) Regulations, 1969, in regulation 9, in sub-regu¬ 
lation (3), for clauses (i) and (ii), the following

“(i) in the case of a Chairman,— 

(a) from the 1st day of November, 1986 to 
the 19th day of November, 1991 Rupees 
seventeen thousand three hundred and 
twenty five per annum for a tenure of mx 
years ;

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

Consequent upon the recommendations of the Fourth 
Pay Commission and Fifth Pay Commission the pen¬ 
sion of the Judges of the High Courts was revised 
with effect from 1st November, 1986 and 1st January, 

J 996 respectively. But the pension' in respect of non- 
official Chairman and Members holding the otlice as 
such in the Union Public Service Commission could 
not be revised for certain administrative reasons. Due 
to this reason the retired Chairman and Members who 
held office as such in the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission have been put in a very disadvantageous posi¬ 
tion. Taking into consideration the service rendered 
by the retired Chairman and Members of the Commis¬ 
sion and-certain other factors, the Central Government 
considered appropriate to revise the rates of pension- 
admissible to retired non-official Chairman and Mem¬ 
bers of the Union Public Service Commission with 
effect from the 1st day of November, 1986 onwards. 
So it has become essential to give retrospective effect.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis¬ 
fied that such mariage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party to 
the marriage and that there, are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person Irom the operation of this 
rule.

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government 
is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so 
to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and in consultation with the Union Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reser¬ 
vations, relaxation of ago limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Caste, 
Scheduled Tribes, Other Backward Classes, Ex-Service¬ 
men and other special categories of persons in accord¬ 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 235.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
hy the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and 
in supersession of the Survey of India, (Deputy Stores

4. Disqualification.—No person, — 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, 

OR 

(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such mairiage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 


(2) They shall come into force on the dale of 
their publication 1.1 the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, Classification and scale of pay.— 
The number of the said post, its classification and 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns (2) to (4) ol the Scheduled annexed to 
these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other quali¬ 
fication etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters connected with 'he 
said post shall be as specified in columns (5) to (14) 
of the said Schedule. 


5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government 
is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so 
to do. it may, by order for reasons to be recorded in 
writing and in consultation wiffi ’he Union Public 
Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons, 

6, Saving.—Noth mg in these rules shall affect re¬ 
servations, relaxation or age limit and other conces- 
sons required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special 
categories of persons m accordance wiih the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.
